(U) Reference is made to my letter of June 22, 1962 wherein this 
School requested the services of the Central Intelligence Agency in procuring 
speakers for the four Senior Foreign Officer classes the U. S. Army 
Intelligence School has scheduled during fiscal year 1965.
